Non-Partisan Political Policy 


BY COURT DECISION 


AFL Favored Over CIO; 
Large Company Signs 
Contract With Brotherhood 


By action of the supreme court 
this week the brotherhood of elec- 
trical workers, an AFL affiliate, 
was awarded jurisdiction of all 
electrical workers employed by the 
Consolidated Edison company of 
New York. 

The court action followed a de- 
cision of the national labor rela- 
tions board which favored the CIO 
after the company signed a con- 
tract with the AFL electricians. 

Joseph A. Padway, AFL general 
counsel said the supreme court’s 
decision that the labor act gave the 
board no “express authority” to in, 
validate contracts and would affect 
board decisions invalidating con- 
tracts in numerous other cases in- 
volving the federation. 

Commenting on the court's deci- 
sion, Padway said: 

“It preserves the philosophy 
of the act by sane and logical 
construction. If the views of 
the board had been accepted it 
would have endangered the 
constitutionality of the act be- 
cause it would have taken 
union property without due 
process of law.”

74 U. S. CONTRACTS 
PROTECT TOILERS 


During the week ending Novem- 
ber 26, 1988, thirteen government 
agencies reported 74 contracts 
valued at $2,506,842 as compared 
with the preceding week when 
fourteen government agencies re- 
ported 100 contracts valued at $6,- 
299,795, Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins announced. 

All of the contractors to whom 
these contracts were awarded are 
required to comply with the pro- 
visions of the Walsh-Healey public- 
contracts act which makes the five- 
day, forty-hour week and the pre- 
vailing rate of wages determined 
by the secretary of labor manda- 
tory. In addition the employment 
of convicts and child labor is 
banned and strict compliance with 
state sanitary provisions for work- 
shops is required. 


Printing Firms Sign 
Pressmen’s Contracts

The American Federation of La-, 
bor’s continued and unswerving | 
advocacy and application of its 
non-partisan political policy as the 
best way of effectly mobilizing the | 
political strength of working men | 
and women in the interests of labo:

The A. F. of L. non-partisan po- 
litical policy declares it to be the 
duty of the organized wage earn- 
ers to “stand faithfully by our 
friends and elect them” and “op- 
pose our enemies and defeat them,” 
whether they be candidates for 
president, for congress or Other 
offices, whether executive, legisla- 
tive or judicial. 

This policy means that in con- 
sidering candidates for congress, 
each candidate’s record {s exam- 
ined from the point of view of his 
friendliness for labor, disregarding 
entirely his political party connec 
tion. 

Taking up the’ seventy-fourth 
congress, which convened on Jan 
uary 3, 1935, and closed on June}

AFL Forms Committee to 
Boycott All Goods and 
Materials Made in Germany 


PUBLIC ASKED TO HELP 


Christmas Ornaments, 
Toys, Cement, Nails and 
Wire Lathing Listed as 
“Don’t Buy” 


On recommendation of the cen- 
tral labor council here a committee 
was set up to boycott goods made 
in Germany. This committee is 
known as the “Committee Against 
Purchase of German Goods and 
German Service.” 

F. B. Fulmer, secretary of En- 
gineers’ Union, Local No, 507 heads 
the committee. Others are Ben F.

Many Workers 
Got Jobs Back 
In October 


Employers Have Rehired 
900,000 Since Last June, 
Says Secretary Perkins 


The additional employment 
of 248,000 non-agricultural 
workers during October was 
reported by Secretary of La- 
bor Perkins, who said 900,000 
workers in this category had re- 
turned to their jobs in the last four 
months. These figures do not in- 
clude employes on works progress 
administration projects or other 
federal emergency agencies. They 
also exclude temporary cannery 
employes who are not part of the 
normal labor supply, but are taken 
into industry during the packing 
season. 

Employment Gains by 
Industries 

“The outstanding employment 
gain in October was in the automo- 
bile, body and parts fndustry in 
which approximately 85,000 work- 
ers were returned to jobs,” Miss 
Perkins said. “This gain reflected 


the increased production of new 
models. 
“The hardware industry, due 


largely to demand for automobile 
hardware, reported a gain of nearly 
7,000 workers, 

“Employment in private building 
construction showed a more pro- 
nounced gain than the average for 
the preceding 6-year period, reports 
from 12,142 private building con- 
tractors employing 108,234 workers 
showing an increase of 2.3 per cent 
from September to October, 


“The employment losses in the 
laundry and crude petroleum pro- 
ducing industries were 4,800 and 
3,900, respectively. Small decreases 
in numbers of workers were shown 
in brokerage, insurance, dyeing and 
cleaning, and electric light and 
power industries. 


“A preliminary report of the in- 
terstate commerce commission f*f- 
dicated a gain of 1.4 per cent, or 
more than 12,000, in the sumber of 
employes on class 1 railroads.” 


AFL Union Is Favored 
By Iron Firm Workers 


The international association of 
bridge, structural and ornamental 
iron workers, affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, has 
been certified by the natfsnal la- 
bor relations board as the sole col- 
lective bargaining agency for em- 
ployes of Belmont iron works of 
Royersford, Pa. 

The action of the board was 
based upon comparison of union 
membership cards against company 
payrolls, which disclosed that the 
A. F. of L. union had a majority 
of the company’s employes under 
the appropriate unit.

Some adjustments 
may be required in the number of 
delegates representing local unions 
in the local council to conform 
with by-laws of the department,

Wage Act Does 
Not Protect 
All Children 


Large Portion of Child 
Workers Do Not Come 
Under Its Provisions 


The national child labor 


committee has issued a warn- 
ing against the view held by 
many people that the child la- 


bor section of the federal wage 
and hour act end the exploitation 
of children. 

On this point an article entitled 
“Wage-Hour Law Not Enough,” 
printed in “The American Child,” 
the national committee’s official 
organ, says: 

The fair labor standards act, 
generally known as the wages and 
hours law, is now a reality. Its 
child labor provisions, under the 
capable administration of the fed- 
eral children’s bureau, will soon be 
in force throughout the country. 
This by no means warrants fhe 
conclusion that child labor is ended 
nor that further federal regulation 
is unnecessary. Only those indus- 
tries which ship goods across state 
lines come under the child labor 
ban of the wages and hours act. A 
vast amount—in fact the largest 
percentage of child labor is in in- 
trastate occupations, which are not 
reached by the new legislation. 

President Roosevelt has urged 
that there be no relaxation of ef- 
fort in the child labor field. The 
following is an excerpt from a let- 
ter written on June 13, the day be- 
fore the wages and hours act was 
passed, to U. S. Senator James FE. 
Murray of Montana: 


“T realize that with reference to! 


the elimination of oppressive child 
labor our task will be only par- 
tially completed with the passage 
of this bill. This legislation will not 
prohibit oppressive employment of 
minors and children in industries 
which are purely local in character 
and have no relation to interstate 


commerce, as such employment is | 
believed to be beyond the reach of | 


federal authority. Such abuses wil! 


have to be dealt with either by the | 


respective states or await the ac 


tion of the federal government | 
after the pending child labor | 
amendment to the constitution 


which would enlarge the power of 
the national government to legis- 
late on this question, has been rati 
fied. 

“But until the elimination of op- 
pressive child labor has been fully 
achieved, we must not relax our 
efforts.” 

(Signed) 
FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT.

SIGN UP CUDAHY PLANT 


Twenty-Five Independent 
Packers in Los Angeles Area 
Now Have Agreements with 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters 


T. J. Lloyd, vice president of the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen of North Amer- 
ica, affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, announced 
the consummation of an agreement 
between Local 207 and the Cudahy 
plant in Los Angeles 

The agreement calls for a union 
shop, vacations with pay, holidays, 
and a_ thirty-two-hour guarantee. 
Approximately 900 employes are 
covered by the contract. 


This is the first major packer in 


southern California to sign an 
agreement with the amalgamated 
meat cutters and butcher work- 
men. 


Officials of the union announced 


that in the past year twenty-five 
independent packers in the Los An- 
geles trading area have signed 
agreements with the A, M. C. and 
B. W. of N. A. 


Minimum Wages for 
Glove Industry Studied 


A statewide investigation of 
wages, hours, and other working 
conditions of women and minors 
employed in all branches of the 
glove industry by the division of 
women in industry and minimum 
wage of the New York state de- 
partment of labor is well under 
way, according to an announce- 
ment by Industrial Commissioner 
Frieda S. Miller. The survey will 
cover the manufacture of leather, 
fabric and knit gloves, and mate- 
ria! will be obtained from employ- 
el records and interviews with 
home-workers. 


The commissioner will use the 


information thus gathered to en- 
able her to determine whether the 
minimum wage and home-work 
laws should be applied to the glove 
industry.

Load Lands in Oakland 


Last week a load of German-made cement landed at an 
Oakland port. This cement was used on the German boat as a 
ballast . . . to keep the ship steady while making its voyage to 
America. 

Now while in America, so the story goes, a German agent 
from Los Angeles, purchased the cement at a very low cost and 
is now trying to peddle it on the American public at the small 
sum of $1.00 a barrel. 

There are 2,000 barrels for sale or 8,000 sacks. The Amer- 
ican-made cement sells for $2.50 a barrel, while the German- 
made, shipped at no cost and made under poor working condi- 
tions, sells for $1.00. 

Will American employers purchase the German-made 
cement, and if so why? Will American standards be lowered 
by such tactics or shall we as Americans see to it that foreign- 
made goods, and especially those made under nazi conditions, 
be eliminated from our markets? 

It’s time for American employers to bow their necks and re- 
fuse to purchase these cheap materials; materials that would 
break down American standards of living and price structures. 

If this cement is purchased by local employers they must 
answer to labor, for American labor will not use the German- 
made product in any way, shape or form. And this action was 
taken by the Building and Construction Trades Council of 
Alameda county this week. 


ClO Supports the “Commie” 


A few days ago a meeting was called for the purpose of | 


raising funds for the continuance of the communist paper, The 
Daily World, formerly the Western Worker, official organ of 
the communist party, by a group of radicals and those calling 
themselves trade unionists. 

At this meeting a telegram was received from the state exec- 
utive committee of labor’s non-partisan league, a CIO affiliate, 
wishing success to the fund drive.

PERSECUTION OF JEWS IS 
DELIBERATE SAVAGERY, WOLL 


Urges the American People to Build a Moral Ring 


Around Hitler’s 


“Murderous Dictatorship” Until It Is 


Abolished and Freedom Restored 


Hideous savagery in its most re-j 


pulsive forms characterizes the 
persecution of the jews in Ger- 
many by Hitler’s nazi government, 


Matthew Woll, a vice president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
declared in a radio address over a 
coast-to-coast network of the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting system. 

As a method of bringing Hitler's 
savages to a _ realization of the 
enormity of their outrages against 


civilization, he urged that Ger- 
many should be isolated by a 
“moral ring’ until the barbarous 


nazi victimization of racial, re- 
ligious, and labor groups is brought 
to an end and liberty restored. 

Mr. Woll’s address followed a 
broadcast by William Green, pres- 
ident of the American Federation 
of Labor, from Washington, D. C., 
expressing horror at the nazi per- 
secution of the jews and appealing 
to the American people to join with 
the five million members of the 
A. F. of L. in a national boycott of 
German goods and services until 
the institutions of freedom and 
civilization are restored in Ger- 
many. 
Text of Woll’s Speech 

The text of Mr. Woll’s radio ad- 
dress follows: 


One stark fact begins to emerge 
from the cloud which hovers over 
the German nation, in the form of 
the present persecution of the jew- 
ish people by the nazi administra- 
tion. This fact is, that nazi-ism is 
savagery; not the natural savagery 
of the uncultured tribe, but the 
deliberate savagery of vicious lead- 
ers who know no other way to 
have their will. 

This 


savagery throws away all 


the restraints and kindnesses of 

civilization, and retains only civ- 

ilization’s power to do evil. 
Nazi-ism has one evidence of 


the savagery of its nature and pur- 
pose, and that is, the denial of all 
right of any opposition. It is 
despotic in the way that a century- 
old Dahomey chieftain was des- 
potic, by killing any who opposed 
him who were not strong enough 
to kill him, 

This was shown in the killing of 
hundreds of others who had helped 
to put him into power, because he 
found that he could not otherwise 
control them. It is shown again in 


his intolerable cruelty to those in 
Austria who objected to his inva- 
sion. It is shown in the spy sys- 
j}tem, which leaves no German one 
atom of free speech, and subjected 
to torture those who made the 
simplest criticism. 
Opponents Are 
Tortured Mentally 

A second evidence of this sav- 


agery is the inhuman persecution 
which involves the humiliation as 
well as the physical and mental 
torture of all who opposed Hitler 
Many of the physical humiliations 
inflicted on opponents are too foul 


to be told over the radio. 
Religious persecution has _ not 
been known on a large scale in 
Europe west of Russia since the 
years’ war in 


end of the thirty 


1648. The one exception to this rule 
was the persecution of the Hugue- 
nots of Louis XIV of France, and 
even that is going on two cen- 
turies old. But the nazis make per- 
secution for religious faith one of 
the basic features of their so-called 
creed. The tortures they have in- 
flicted upon the jews have never 
been matched in western Europe 
since the days of Columbus. 


Property Rights Abolished 

At the core of an orderly civili- 
zation there has always stood the 
right of personal liberty. 

There is no personal property 
within the reach of the nazis that 
is safe for an hour. Their min. 
ister of economics, Walther Funk, 
boasts that in the last few days 
800,000,000 dollars of the property 
of the jews of Germany has been 
confiscated. An additional 400,- 
000,000 dollars fine on a selected 
list of wealthy jews has been im- 
posed, not for any crime com- 
mitted in Germany, but for a 
shooting of a nazi official in Paris. 
And notice is served, almost every 


day, that the nazis in Germany, if | 


criticized too sharply in any other 
country, will take it out on some 
one in their power. 
Nazi Cruelty Is Outrageous 
Americans are serving notice 
on the nazi regime, of their re- 
sentment, not only of the out- 
rageous cruelty of the spec- 
tacle which is inflicted upon 
the consciousness of a decent 
civilization, They also resent 
any implication that they can 
be restricted in their expres- 
sion of contempt for the men 
and the movement which is to- 
day dominating Germany and 
part of western Europe, but 
which cannot dominate Amer- 
ica. 
Every American should be- 
come a part of some movement 
directed toward the relief or 
the salvation of the victims of 
the nazi savagery. 
All Religious Faiths 
Endangered 

Let us remember that the nazi 
regime aims not only at the jews, 


who are today the victims of sav- 
agery. Tomorrow it may embrace 


the catholics and the following day | 


the protestants. Not only are all 
religious faiths in constant danger 
but their churches and wealth as 
well are within easy reach of the 
nazi group.
